H. B. Co. Detrimental to Colonisation.. 
What authority have tho Hudson's Bay 

Company over Vancouver's Island? — They 

litive every authority; they tire the lords of 

tho soil by grunt of the Crown, 1 boliovo. 
And upon them depends the permission 

to coloniso that country? — If dues. 

Do you know whether they have granted 

that permission frooly?— At all events if 

they have, the prospectus is not favorable 

to colonization. 

Was there any impediment thrown in 

your way as a colonist in that country? — 

"Yes. 

What?— I was exclusively confined to 
my operations on Vancouver's Island. I 
had the impression when i went there first, 
that the mainland also was open for trade 
for settlers; but I found afterwards that it 
■wits not. 

What sort of trado ?— In fishing for in- 
stance There are largo fishorios in Frasor's 
River, which exclusively belong to the Hud- 
son's Bay Company. 

And you are prohibited from tiding that 
fishery?— Yes. 

Was there any impediment thrown in 
■your way to colonizing Vancouver's Island ? 
No I imagine there is no great impediment ; 
hut still there are many drawbacks which, 
if I could go into detail, I would mention. 

Pray go into detail ?— One is this : I will 
place myself there as an independent set- 
tlor, and the disadvantages that 1 am under 
are these. It would hllvo been much better 

for me if I had go ut in tho Hudson's 

Bay Company's service as one of their 
bailiffs or servants, For this reason, that 
they are furnished with goods at a nominal 
price, and all their expenses are found 
them. 1 have to pay extortionate prices 
for my goods, ami find till my expenses he- 
sides. But then they say, "You have mi 

equal right to find your g Is;" but it is 

not every man going to a new- colony who 
lias money to find his goods ; it. is not every 
man who is a millionaire, 

Stinpos-ing the colony ivere thrown open 
to Iter Majesty's subjects generally, the 
power of tho Hudson's Bay Company taken 
nway, and a Governor sent there by tho 
British Government, do you suppose that 
would advanoe the colonisation of the island? 
— [do; I am fully of that opinion ; 1 think 

it would 1 if of the only steps which the 

British Government need take, to alter the 
administration of the. Government, and that 
people would flock there from San Francis- 
co Who haVO beon OUt there BOmo years, 
and arc perhaps tired of the country tin in- 
BOIVCS. 

You mean English peoplo ?— English peo- 
ple. 1 am certain that there are hundreds 
of people in California, who, if Vancouver's 
Island were a British colony to all intents 
nnd purposes, with n British Government, 
would gladly go to Vancouvor'e [slant! to 
open tr tele.

Do you know whether thcro has b< 
discovery of coal upon that island?- 
not aware of it. 

Coal. 

Coal has been discovered upon Vancou- 
ver's Island I boliovo? — Yes; they have a 
largo mine there now in operation. 

If that mine vrcro worked I suppose it 
could supply tin; continent with coal ? — 1 
believe that the Nanaiino coal mine is capo- 
blo of supplying tho whole Pacific. 

To what extent is that coal mine now 
worked? — When I left they had something 
like 8,000 or 20,000 tens ready for sale, but 
there was no sale for it. 

Why?— In the first place, they asked too 
high a price, and coal has been discovered 
on different parts of tho coast ; and there is 
also the great drawback which 1 mentioned, 
namely, tho duty of 20 percent upon it. 

Upon what part of the ci ost litis coal 
been found?— In Bellinghnm Bay. directly 
opposite Vancouver's Island at tho south 

end. 

Chairman, — On British or Auiu.icau 
territory ?— American : a ad also in Cooso 
Bay; that is about 200 miles north of San 
Francisco; but that is (1 very bad harbor, 
and will never he to any extent available. 

Mr. Roebuck.— You say that there is a 
duty of 20 per cent, upon the exportation 
of coal ? — No there is a duty of 20 per cent, 
imposod in San Francisco, in American 
territory. 

Then' there is no difficulty thrown in the 
way of anybody exportingc ia! by tho Hud- 
son's Bay Company?— No ; but tnoy tiro the 
only persons who are capable of working 
amino oven ii'it were found ; thcro arc n i 
colonists in Vancouver's Island, who. even 
if they could find coal, would he capable of 
working it, from the want of means. 
Indians. 

Chairman, — Are not the Indians em- 
ployed "m working coal ? — Nominally they 
are' but not l" any extent ; they are princi- 
pally white people. 

Do you find that the Indians aro Willing 
to work for wages, and that they make 
useful laborers ?-r-Ycs, they are willing to 
wi irk, 

Did you employ thorn yourself in agri- 
cultural labor?— Yes, 1 used to employ a 
great many. 

Did you' pay them in _inoitoy wages? — 
No, principally in trado, goous, such as 
blankets and baize. 

Vou gave them no money?— No money ; 
they do not understand tho value of money.

But none of tho people employed by tho 
Company reside with tho Indians? — No ; 
only one or two priests. 

Chairman, — Do tho Indians got their 
subsistence chiefly by fishing?— Yes ; all 
tho Indians on Vancouver's I sland subsist 

You have stated that thero have been at- 
tempts made by lloniun Catholic mission- 
aries to Christianise the Indians'? — Yes; 
there have been several on the island, and 
bitterly it has been a bishopric. 

Do the livo there permanently ?-^-Ycs, 

JTarn tl'icy been successful in thnir efforts 
to Christianise Elie Indians ?— Yes. I think 
iii the first instance they have : they seem 
to have some knowledge now of n Supremo 
Being, from tho fact of the missionaries 
living with them. 

Have they anv schools (o endeavor to 
teach them?— Yes. 

Mr. Edward Ellicc.— How many Protest- 
ant scl (masters are thero on the island 

supported by the Com; any? — Two ; paid 
by the colonial fund. 

Mr. Charles Fitxwilliam. — Who tire the 
two?-— One is a gentleman named Burr; 
he has left now, and i.s coming homo. 

Chairman. — Arc there any Protestant 
missionaries in the island ?— None what- 

is a gentleman by the name of Cridgo. 

Mr. Roebuck, — Are the Roman ('atholie 
priests brought thcro by tho Hudson's Bay 
Company, or do they come over thero vol- 
untarily ? — Voluntarily. 

So that the Hudson's BayCouipany have 
nothing to do with Christianising tho coun- 
try as far as depends upon the priests?— 
No. 

Mr. Grogan.— Do the priests receive any 
allow an :o or wnj, is from the Hudson's Ray 
Company? — None that 1 know of. 

Are there any schools maintained ill the 
island, either Roman Catholic or Protest- 
ant, or of any other persuasion, at the ex- 
pense of tho Hudson's Bay Company? — 
At the expense of the colony, not by tho 
Hudson's Bay Company. The fund arising 
from the sale of land h termed the colonial 
fund, and that i- all cxpondrtl, I bclicvo, 
just now, and the colony a bankrupt.

Had 
Sir Bulwor Lytton a wish to wind up his 
literary career by writing the "Last days of 
British Columbia and Vancouver's Island," 
lie has cortainly taken the best course to 
achieve his object. lie has suffered a hide- 
bound and corrupt set ti> represent her Ma- 
jesty's Government and the British people, 
in these colonios, — which bespeaks but little 
for his judgment as a statesman. With 
the most positive ovidenco before him, of 
the unfitness of such men as Gov. Douglas 
to legislate Cor these colonies, ho has failed 
to send a successor. Now we wish ii uis- 

tinctly undorst 1 that the people of those 

colonics will not bo game much longer for 
mere hunters to pluck, — and if* the Home 
Government is not disposed to have the 
country governed according to the well 

understood wishes of the people, the coun- 
try will shortly make known to Downing 
street, that loyalty in a groat measure de- 
pends on dollars, — and that both English- 
men and foreigners will look for a more 
congenial clinic. This, no doubt, would 
unit Gov. Douglas and his little-minded 
clique,' — the few ''big men in a small 
community" who surround him, for the 
crumbs he dispenses, — if we draw our 
conclusions from the steadfast stupidi- 
ty nf the eovo.rnmonr, <>»>! ii he- 
ader of the men who are in power. AVe 
will instance the character of three of 
the men who aid His Excellency in admin- 
istering the government, to show that block- 
heads are not all dead yoi One, a Ktuiubor 
of the Assembly, sniil the pooplo ought to 
be extremely thankful to the governor for 
not allowing traders last year to enter the 
country with the miners. Am, tin".-, a ma- 
gistrate, was of the opinion, a short time 
ngo, the' the country was progressing too 
rapidly : that it Mould be impossible to 
preserve order, if it was populated any 
faster. A third, the famous Times corres- 
pondent, wrote that nothing was so horrible 
to him as a rush of emigration into ;i in w 
country, With such men as those, united 
with his own inexperience, what hopes arc 
there for the advancement of the country ? 

We eau see none whatever. Those having 
the most limited vision, cannot fail to see 
the country, a few months lionco, in a far 
worse condition than iti.s now, if measures 
are not adopted at once 
in the proper quarlor th 
accumulated evils under wl 
Justice, however, to the Elomo Govcrinuoni 
compels us to say that it has mi interest or 
disposition to perpetuate the misrule of 
these colonies, foi- tin' longer wo aro driven 
on the road to ruin, the longer will they he 
liable I'm- the debts wo incur, — which in a 
short time will amount to such a. sum that, 
with our daily decreasing population, no 
one in his senses will entertain (he idea of 
our being able to liquidate them. It then 
behooves every man, withe it regard to 
political bias, to take immediate steps to 
represent the unfortunate state of our af- 
fairs to the Colonial Oifico and the Imperial 
I'arliamont, sin, wing the eau-es why ruin 
to-day stares us in the fare. The mon who 
n ill not do ho, merit snubbing with impu- 
nity, and poverty without stint. 
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INDIAK MURDERS AND DEPREDATIONS, 
IN VICTORIA, 

One might naturally suppose, from the 
favor shown to Indians,— -and the license 
granted to them to pursue a course of un- 
checked violence, that they were the gov- 
erning, and most civilized class in the 
country. White men are raged the moment 
the most trilling violation of the pcilCO 
occurs, and are prohibited, under pain of 
tine and imprisonment, from wearing arms, 
whilst every buck Indian in the country 
carries one or two shooting irons, and as 
many knives, and goos wherever ho pleases, 
without lot or hindrance. Certainly our 
authorities deserve a medal, and Jlis Ex« 
eollonoy in particular, from the Aborigines 
Society, both here and in England, for the 
rapid improvement of the Indians under 
their masterly administration. Thoy have 
reversed the famous lino of the poet, 

'• l,n, the poor Indian win se»untutor'd mind" 
by rendering it 

" 1. 1,, the t>"i>r White-man, whose nntutorld mind 

Unfits him tn carry arms of nny kin,!." 
We trust that His Excellency will 
furnish the Colonial Offico with a copy of 
the following Indian outrages, to bo for- 
warded to the Aborigines .Society, as the 
best evidence of his superior tact in dealing 
with Indians, within sight of Ilia own 
house.

The risk to the \\ bite population from the 
constant use of tin -arm- in the town, is 
very great, and from the impunity they 
enjoy on the increase. These thing- will 
be hardly believed as being the state of 
things in this, an English Colony, but it is 
unhappily ten true, A few days since n 
man in -Sir. Finlsyson's employ had the 
spade he was digging with struck out of hi 
hand by a bullet; two men working at the 
same place on another occasion, nearly losl 
their lives, through bullets flying all around 
them discharged by tie' savagos allowed to 
encamp in the neighborhood of the town. 
Mr. Lo ClairO, who is in charge ,,f Mr. 
Finlayson's farm ndjoining town, after 
submitting to numerous depredations, — 
having applied to Mr. I'cmbcrton forprotoc- 
tion, a party having nl last rushed into his 
house, and endeavored to murder his cook 
who belonged to another tribe, — was by 

him referred to his Excellency the Govern- 
or, as having jurisdiction of all matters in 
which Indium, are parties. He was, of 
curse referred back. I say. of course, 
because it is usual for the govcrnmct officials 
here to weary any per in out. having busi- 
ness with them, by referring them from one 
lo another. I'poii applying again to Mr. 
Pomberton, after the reference from the 
Governor, which he .•aiuly hoped would 

have I n of some effect, he was referred to 

Mr. Bailey, Supcrintcndant of Police, who, 
having 110 one else to refer him to, told 
him ho had nothing whatever t" do with 
the matter. (.Visoipirnth the poor man 
has to abandon his only menus ,,(' procuring 
a living for himself and family, or retire to 
his home and toko his chani o with his fam- 
ily, of being murdered, by accidenf per- 
haps, by one of tllO many hundreds of 
armed savages surrounding him ; ami who 
were sent from ttio Crown hinds in the vi- 1 
einity of his Excolloin y's rosidence — when? 

they had located tllOmBolvC?,- because, lj 

suppose, they were undesirable neighbors.' 



Having got rid of them from his own im-

VICTORIA POLICE COURT. 

BEI-OIir. JUSTICE I'EMKKUTO.Vi 

Wednesday 15th ituiio. 
Robbory on board steamer Eliza Andor- 
teori: John Jones, alias Sobastopol, a tic 
i Bortorfroiri tho 1'. Si army was placed in 
tho duck, charged with stealing §92 from 
tho Stowart ui' Aid steamef. It appears 
that Jones has been hero many months 
"loafing" and getting his food and drink, 
how or whore ho could,— having earned but 
n few dollars since ho lias boiSn bn tho 
Island. Porker, tho Steward) Bdoing his 
destitution took him on board, and promised 
him food and a good bed for any assistance 
lie might give binij until tho prison''!- could 
got a birtli. Although ho promised no 
monoy, still he kindly gave him, within tho 
Week, over §2. When llo received tho last 
cash, Jones remarked, "you have 'hy-you' 
monoy in that pnr.se." Tho same niglit" the 
steward placed his pttrso, with a handker- 
chief over it, iii his trowsbrs pocket, and 
laid it by his pillow on tho ship's side. Tho 
next nioniin^ when called, at live o'clock, 
ho found his pocket empty. .Suspicion was 
directed to the prisoner, "w ho was watched 
and was discovered, nil oi a sudden, by his 
associates, to ha-VO plenty of cash. " lie 
bought a full suit of clothes, and treated 
"all hands" at the taverns, changing gold. 
This led to liis arrest, and although posses- 
sed of considerable cunning, ho gave but a 
poor account of llimsdlfj Ho stands re- 
manded until tomorrow to complete the ev- 
idence, when no doubt ho will bocommitdd 
for trial at tho coming Assizes. 

Thursday, Juno lii. 

Goths and Vandals : four quarryman in 
the employ of .Mr. Trounso, tho contractor, 
were this morning brought before tho 
Court for destroying nature's beauty by the 
urt of blasting; It was shown that for 
BOniO days the click of tho miner's drill, 
hnd and an occasional sound booming as 
from a cannon's mouth, indicated destruc- 
tion to some of the granite pyramids which 
surround tho church. Jt 'appeared that 
Without leave or license, those men. mis- 
taking tho instructions of their employer, 
blow up one of the most ornamental pieces 
of granite on the island. Mr. Pombbrton 
animadverted strongly on tho system that 
had been adopted of sinking holes' for gravid, 
biking boulders from private property, and 
timber from tho public land, without any 
respect for law or right. He gave the 
parties to understand that the ncl w as lar- 
ceny in the eye of the law, and that he 
would, if similar cases occurred, po. the 
law in forCO. lie discharged the men, 
upon Mr. Trounso engaging to (ill up the 
holes be had made with garden mould. 

Stealing bread from u ttakory : All In- 
dian desiring the staff of 1 iff, made a dart 
into a baker's shop and ran oil' with some 
bread, without either leave or pay. One 
white man, with a wooden " stall', brought 
liim before his Worship, who sent him to 
lireuk stones upon short allowance for 
ten days, and to lose his hee.v-y crop of 
hair. 

Exploring! A man representing himsoli 
nsj being sent from Canada, to explore and re- 
port to his friends tho state of this country, 
was brought up this morning for flourishing 
iv long knife, on the w harf, and vowing 
vengeance against Americans and l'ritish- 
ors indiscriminately, lie had the gift of 
speech to such an extent, that no person 
could unuorstan I his meaning. No doubt, 
hu had extensive ideas, for he talked about 
free ports, free country, free men, and tree 
Canada pretty freely. Si much so, that 
the Justice remanded him for further en- 
quiry. 

Acquittal: Joseph Lewis, chargod with 
being concerned in the murdor of Policeman 
'Cochrane, was called up for final exami- 
nation. The Crown Solicitor asked to re- 
mand him : but the prisoner's COunsi 1. Mr. 
Crease, objected. Officer Smith, being 
sworn, tostificd that there was no prospect 
of further evidence to show that the prison- 
er was concerned m the murder. Tho 
COIWI suggested that the prisoner make a 
Voluntary. statpmont, warning him not to 
confess anything to convict himself, Lewi ■ 
then stateil that lie had slept, at Victoria 
Brewery, the night previous to the murder; 

that llO Started early to go to Porter's farm ; 
Porter considered it too late to hunt up 
cattle, so he returned to the Brctwory ; slept 
there that night with a man named Wal- 
lace, lie had no iin-arnis; was by trade 
a butcher ; did not know tho deceased j bad 



no idea of a warrant being out for his ar- 
rest on a charge of stealing pigs ; lived on 
Johnson street. 

Two witnesses were called, Mr. Wallace 
and Mr. Steinberg, who corroborated his 
statement. 

Mr. Crease asked for his immediate ac- 
quitnl. 

The Court questioned Lewis very closely 
as to his mode of life : stated that' be was 
suspected of killing cattle and pigs, — and 
warned him if he camo before him, bonds 
would be rCquirod for bis good behavior. 
Mr. Crease hoped his Worship would not 
"Hang and drnWj 
And set in judgement after." 
Lewis was then discharged.

Communicated. 
LETTER NO. 1. 

Editor British Colonist : — I trust the 
tinio is not far distant whdn justice will be 
dono to British Columbia, — when special 
legislation for Victoria will be at an end. 
The Governor now enquires, why tho mi- 
ners are leaving the mines? Tho cause 
which produced this effect, should have 
boon thought of in Juno last, when Fraser 
Itivor was blockaded by an armed vessel — 
when the navigation of that river was closed 
to the world, by the manifesto of His Ex- 
cellency, mult-urn to ail late human and 
Oiriiie, merely for the purpose of enriching 
the Hudson's Jiay Company. Had the 
Lb-itish Government at that time, offered a 
large reward to any person w ho would dis- 
cover the st effectual method of retarding 

the progress of Jiritish Columbia, 1 feel 
convinced that the Governor of this island 
would have won the reward against all 
competitors. 

In reviewing the course pursued by the 
government, it will be necessary to narrate 
the probable cause, which dictated such 
policy; but in so doing let it not be ima- 
gined that it is my wish to detract fi i the 

valuo of Victoria, in a geographical or poli- 
tical point of view - . My simple wish is 
that justice may bo dono to every portion 
ofllor Majesty's possessions on the shores 
of the Pacini!. 1 am however, nf opinion 
that cue colony, and that the most valuable, 
should not be sacrificed to build up another 
colony. But the cause of this is obvious, 
and needs 0I1I3' to bo expressed to bo clear- 
ly undorst I. When the first emigration 

arrived at Victoria, thby found almost the 
entire Town Site in the possession of tin' 
Hudson's Bay Company, all the laud in the 
vicinity of the Town owned by the -1 mints 
of tho Company, The valuo of their pro- 
perty must be increased at any cost to the 
country, and hence the first stop taken is 
to close 1'rascr's RivCr. Victoria is made 
the port through which all trade to that 
coilntrj must be effected, and consequently 
every pound of provision- or merchandise, 
of ah) kind destined "for use in British Col- 
umbia, must lirst bo brought to Victoria 
and reshippod to British Columbia, at a 

cost to the consumer of §10 or SlS per toh, 

and i trary to the existing navigation 

laws of England, livery man wishing to 
visit that country, was compelled to come 
to Victoria, apply to the circumlocution of- 
fice of the Hudson's Hay Company, and 
obtain his passport for British Columbia, 
at an extra expense, including passngo and 
other incidental chargos, of §30. \\ as this 
because Victoria possessed safe and com- 
modious harbour '.' I think not The reason 
was they owned a large quantity of land in 
and around Victoria : and to make it valu- 
able) and carry out their darling objocts, 
tho enriching of themselves, these colonies 
have been sacrificed.
